Prior to the time that the warrant was 
sworn out, there seemed to be some 
doubt as to just what action ought to 
be taken and the officers seemed to be­ 
lieve that the shooting was accidental 
and consequently 
nothing would be 
done. 
But now since there are sev 
erat theories advanced relative to the 
shooting and the proper papers have 
been filed the officers 
will probably 
arrest Able within a short time.

birds, and for hunters who sell quail 
or ship them outside the State. 
Ail 
hunt* rs are required 
to have licenses 
except where a land owner hunts on 
his own 
farm, or a legal occupant 
hunts on 
land 
to which 
he has the 
right of a lessor.

Interest In aerial flight probably dates 
from the American <’ivH War, when 
he made an ascent In a captive tialloon 
to watch the operations, says the Bos­ 
ton Transcript. 
After this, he return­ 
ed to Germany in time for the Franco- 
German VY ar, and is sal*I to have been 
the first German soldier who crossed 
the frontier into France. 
VS lien peace 
was restored, he determined to give 
his whole life to aeronautics, and in a 
comparatively short tim** he had spent 
130.000 in what appeared to be almost 
fruitless effort. 
At one time he was 
so poor through his devotion to his 
work that he had to live in a little 
cottage on an allowance made to him 
by his friends.

of the first to recognize his genius was 
the kaiser himself.

In coastwise business. 
The captains 
of ships on the northern lakes depend 
on us to a larger degree than do other 
sailors, because we can more accurate­ 
ly predict the velocity of the 
wind 
than we can foretell a storm of rain, 
which occasionally changes its path 
and goes somewhere else. 
Remember, 
that where the pressure of the air is 
greatest upon the ea rth It will flow to 
where the pressure is the least—pre 
cisely like water going down stream. 
Our instrum ents of m easurement are 
so perfect that we can figure out the 
velocity of the wind at certain places 
several hours in a d v a n c e - k n o w i n g the 
high pressure in one region and the 
low pressure elsewhere 
We foret**11 
wind storms on the lakes, while along 
the Atlantic Coast we give warnings 
about West Indian hurricanes. 
“On two occasions, after warnings 
of severe storms had been given, our 
men saw all the customs officers on the 
st-aboard, Dom Maine to Florida. 
We 
found that ships valued at $66,coo,uni), 
taking no account of the cargoes, had 
remained in the various ports until 
the storms were 
over. 
Authorities 
outside of the bureau have estimated 


until all danger is over. 
They report 
to us daily by telegraph. 
At the end 
of the season they nail up their sta 
tions and conic home. 


“ While we are on the subject,” Pro­ 
fessor Moore continued, “ I would like 
to say, in order to clear up the confu­ 
sion of the public mind which leads to 
an absurd mixing of terms, that a cy­ 
clone has an arca of 1,000 miles, a 
hui rieane an arbli from IOO to 300 
miles and a tornado, which invariably 
occur* in the southeast quarter of a 
cyclone and Is an Incident of the cy­ 
clone, an area of from 1,000 feet to 
1.000 yards. 
The velocity of the wind 
during a cyclone Is from fifteen 
to 
twenty-five miles an hour, during a 
h u rricane it varies from fifty to IOO 
miles 
an 
hour, 
while 
it 
is 
so 
great d uring a tornado 
that 
no 
in­ 
strum ent can measure it. 
In all three 
k'nds of storms the wind, of course, 
is rotary, or twisting, as it Is com­ 
monly described. 
“ But the v cather bureau.” Professor 
Moore went on to say, “ is not alone cf 
value to people In the m atter of wind 
storms, but is of tremendous service in 
foretelling periods of flood. Twice we 
forecast the height of the Mississippi 
River at 
New 
Orleans— beating the 
flood five days in one instance and a 
week in the other 
On both occasions 
our mathematics covered a tremendous 
area of the United States." 


“ Is your bureau of any practical ser­ 
vice to farmers?" 
“ By means of the system of rural 
free delivery of mail our forecasts go 
each day Into the homes ,pf 1,000,000 
farmers. 
As .many more farmers ge» 
our forecasts by telephone. 
As a m at­ 
ter of fact, thousands of farmers put 
telephones into their homes for no 
other reason than to be informed about 
the w eather—our forecasts, you u n ­ 
derstand, being for the day on which 
they are made and practically for the 
day fellowing. 
We have been of great 
service to the cranberry growers of 
Wisconsin, the cane growlers of lamia- 
Jana abd the orange growers of Flori­ 
da In giving warnings against frost. 
Cranberry marshes are flooded, cane 
is quickly cut and piled in windrows 
and smudges are started in orange 
groves as effective measures of pro­ 
tection. Let me add,” Professor Moore 
went on to say, “ that the train dis­ 
patchers of all the railroads in 
the 
country get our morning and evening 
forecasts, and thus are enabled 
to 
know about the coming cold waves In 
winter and each year to save millions 
of dollars’ worth of perishable mer­ 
chandise su«*b%as fruits, 
vegetables, 
certain kinds of chemicals and other 
m anufactures.”

Now O rleans. Nov. 0 —D ispatches 
received her** claim a decided victory 
for the E strada or revolutionary force 
in N icaragua at Paso Las La J a s in 
th** interior, about sixty m iles w est of 
■Minefields. 
The town, which w as oc- i 
eupied by the Insurgents, was a tta c k ­ 
ed by 1,600 of the regular or Zelaya 
forces, who w ere repulsed and sc a t­ 
tered. 
T heir 
com m ander, 
G eneral I 
C ham orro and IOO men, halt of whom I 
w ere officers, were killed. 
The victory, it is said was largely 
duo to the fore** of A m erican sharp* 
shooters organized by Colonel M atute j 
a t Blueflelda. 
The A m ericans aim ed j 
at the enem y, which is contrary to the 
practice of th** average N icaraguan 
soldier, who shoots in the air, and 
picked off the Zelaya officers, th u s de­ 
m oralizing the regular army. 
The Nicaraguan consul in this city 
reports a battle at Paso Las La Jas, 
and while admitting a heavy loss, in­ 
cluding that of the commander. Gen­ 
eral Chamorro, claims a victory for the 
government forces. 
It is reported that Colonel Vergaia 
of the revolutionists has reached Lake 
Nicaragua and that a fllisbustering ex­ 
pedition composed of Nicaraguan ex­ 
iles has sailed from Salvador to a 
Nicaraguan port on the Pacific.
